High  stern,  exquisite!}'  carved  and  mounting  three  bronze  hmterns,  the 
two  end  ones  supported  by  winged  cupidons,  and  the  centre  lantern  bv 
two  gracefully  modelled  figures.  The  figures  are  draped  with  scroll  and 
leaf  motif.  Beneath  is  an  open  balustered  gallery'  supported  by  pilasters  ; 
on  this  gallery  are  many  carved  figures  of  Knights  in  plumed  hats  a!id 
in  the  Seventeenth  Century  costumes.  Below  latticed  windows  and  centre 
scrolled  name  plate.  The  bow  is  enriched  with  a  figurehead  of  the  Ara- 
gon  Lion,  from  which  there  are  graceful  scrollings  to  the  body  of  the 
ship.  The  study  of  the  Knightheads  is  of  particular  interest,  as  never 
before  has  it  been  definitely  established  why  they  should  be  so  called.  In 
this  case  it  is  illustrated  by  the  carved  figures  which  represent  the  heads 
of  knights  of  the  Seventeenth  Century.  The  deck  is  fitted  with  finely 
carved  and  ornamented  impedimenta,  old  bronze  cannons  on  wooden 
trucks,  carved  figures  of  men,  some  with  plumed  hats  in  the  costume  of 
the  day,  many  gunners  and  seamen.  The  Navigating  Officer  is  striking 
the  sun  with  the  old  staff  which  was  obsolete  after  1700,  at  which  time 
the  quadrant  came  into  use.  Gunners  are  seen  vising  the  old  swivel 
gun,  and  the  Whcelock  hand  gun.  The  model  is  made  of  old  ship  timber, 
and  is  in  full  sail,  and  enriched  with  many  flags  of  the  period.  Some  of 
the  sails,  including  the  water  sail,  are  decorated  with  ecclesiastical  motifs. 
The  lateen  sail  is  fitted  with  a  small  boom,  of  which  there  is  no  record 
of  former  use.  Length,  68  inches;  height,  61  inches 

The  House  of  Fuca,  records  show,  is  the  oldest  shipping  house  on  record 
and  the  firm  continues  to  do  business  to-day.  The  "Casa  Fuca"  was 
decorated  with  the  Aragon  Arms,  and  carried  Royal  Letters  of  IMarque 
from  the  King  of  Spain. 

This  model  has  been  in  the  hands  of  an  old  Spanish  Family  in  New  Or- 
leans for  several  generations,  dating  back  two  hundred  years,  and  it  is 
quite  evident  that  it  was  originally  made  as  a  votive  offering  cither  for 
prosperity  in  Commerce  or  Exploration.  It  would  appear  that  some 
restorations  were  made  approximately  eighty  or  ninety  years  ago,  at 
which  time  no  doubt  many  of  the  sails  had  entirely  disintegrated.
